Dances,  socials,  and  recreational  events  are 
integral  parts  of  the  summer  school  activity,  and 
a  regular  student  organization  functions  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  to  foster  them.

With  the  continuing  theme  of  "The  Improvement  of  Educa- 
tion," the  Summer  Conference  on  Education  is  an  event  of 
well-known  significance  in  the  first  term  of  B.  Y.  U.  Summer 
School.  The  1941  Conference  will  be  held  from  June  16  to  23, 
inclusive. 

Specific  help  will  be  offered  toward  the  solution  of  practi- 
cal teaching  and  administrative  problems.  Visiting  specialists 
in  education  and  many  successful  teachers  and  administrators 
in  intermountain  schools  will  participate.  The  programs  will  be 
organized  to  permit  participation  in  the  discussions  by  everyone 
who  desires  to  do  so. 

By  a  unique  method  of  integrating  the  conference  program 
with  the  regular  work  of  the  summer  session,  conference  par- 
ticipants, as  well  as  regular  students,  can  earn  two  hours  of 
college  credit  in  this  period.

Summer  school  students  receive  generous  personal  atten- 
tion, for  the  ratio  of  students  to  faculty  members  in  only  eight  to 
one.  Deans  and  department  heads  are  on  hand  to  counsel 
those  completing  majors  and  minors. 

Required  courses,  leading  to  state  certificates  for  teachers 
and  to  renewal  of  certificates,  are  given. 

All  major  departments  carry  special  work  for  graduate 
students.  Instruction  is  given  in  methods  of  research  and 
thesis  writing. 

All  of  the  facilities  of  the  120,000-volume  Heber  J.  Grant 
library  are  available,  and  courses  in  library  science  are  pro- 
vided. The  laboratories,  museums,  and  art  galleries  of  the 
University  are  also  open.

Essential  in  the  culture  of  every  educated  person  is  an 
appreciation  of  the  deep  significance  which  spiritual  things 
possess  in  all  human  affairs.  Such  an  appreciation  is  fostered 
at  Brigham  Young  University  because  religion  is  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  the  entire  institution  has  been  built. 

Large  numbers  of  teachers  and  students  profit  from  the 
University  instruction  in  various  phases  of  religion,  educational 
method,  character  education,  personality  development,  person- 
nal  problems,  and  the  administration  of  modern  guidance  pro- 
cedures. These  individuals  and  all  others  share  in  the  general 
spirit  of  religious  idealism  pervading  the  institution. 

A  more  consistent  and  integrated  program  in  religious  edu- 
cation will  be  emphasized  during  both  terms  this  summer  with 
new  courses  being  offered  in  a  coordinated  series.  The  faculty 
of  the  division  of  religion  will  also  be  increased. 

Seminary  workers  will  find  advanced  courses  in  specific 
fields  of  religion  and  exceptional  opportunities  for  consultation 
with  Church  and  educational  leaders  upon  problems  peculiar 
to  their  work.  They  may  secure  expert  assistance  in  prepar- 
ing theses  and  in  satisfying  other  requirements  for  advanced 
degrees. 

The  new  religion  "center"  will  be  the  focus  of  religious 
study  and  activities  during  the  quarter. 
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High  on  the  eastern  slope  of.  Mount  Timpano- 
gos,  monarch  of  the  Wasatch  Range,  is  the  Alpine 
campus  at  Aspen  Grove,  where  students  and 
faculty  live,  study,  and  play  in  a  rustic  village  of 
dormitories  and  cabins  during  the  second  term 
of  the  summer  quarter.  Unsurpassed  for  natural 
beauty  and  summer  coolness,  this  campus  offers 
a  unique  opportunity  to  combine  healthful  rec- 
reation with  fruitful  study. 

With  woods,  flower-covered  meadows, 
streams,  and  cliffs,  conditions  are  ideal  for  the 
outdoor  study  of  art,  botany,  geology,  physics, 
and  zoology.  There  are  also  courses  in  econom- 
ics, sociology,  history,  education,  and  religion, 
and  special  classes  in  modern  and  classical  lan- 
guages are  always  given.  Satisfactory  library 
service  sustains  this  work.  Music,  drama,  and  in- 
teresting assembly  lectures  play  a  large  part  in 
the  program. 

Yet  the  Alpine  term  offers  a  greater  course 
than  all  these,  one  that  yields  no  forriiial  credit 
but  enrolls  all.  It  is  the  ''experience  curriculum." 
Dressed  in  outing  garb,  students  and  faculty 
work  and  play  together.  There  are  opportunities 
for  making  friends  with  persons  who  mirror  a 
wide  range  of  interests  and  backgrounds,  for 
discussing  small  and  great  problems  with  schol- 
ars and  interesting  personalities,  and  for  learn- 
ing to  live  richly  with  one's  fellow  beings  in  a 
natural  setting  that  reflects  the  power  and  the 
beauty  of  God.  In  such  an  environment  one 
may  expand  special  and  perhaps  unsuspected 
aptitudes.

There  are,   however,   no   cabins   for  students'' to 
rent.      Camp   sites   are   allotted   by    the   campus , 
manager,  and  campers  are  expected  to  protect' 
trees    and    other    natural    surroundings.      Fresh 
milk,  vegetables,  and  some  staple  foods  can  be 
purchased  daily  on  the  campus. 

The  University  provides  a  daily  bus  and  mail 
service  between  Provo  and  Aspen  Grove.  Stu- 
dents who  live  in  the  University's  Alpine  dormi- 
tories are  given  transportation  to  Aspen  Grove 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  and  back  to  Provo 
at  the  end.  Books  and  student  supplies  may  be 
purchased  on  the  Alpine  campus. 

Oiher  uciaiis  about  the  Alpine  session  can  be 
secured  by  writing  the  Dean  of  the  Summer 
School,  Brigham  Young  University,  Provo.  Utah. 
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Compared  with  the  definite  returns  which  sum- 
mer study  /ields  in  personal  and  professional 
growth,  the  costs  of  a  summer  quarter  at  Brig- 
ham  Young  University  are  exceedingly  low. 

Tuition  for  the  first  term  separately  is  $20;  for 
the  Alpine  term  separately,  $25.  Tuition  for 
both  together  is  $35.  ' 

(These  costs  are  seen  to  be  modest  indeed 
when  it  is  recalled  that  the  fees  at  most  "large" 
universities  range  from  $100  to  $125  per  quarter 
for  tuition,  and  from  $30  to  $50  per  month  for  liv- 
ing expenses  —  with  additional  transportation 
outlay  also  involved.) 

During  the  first  term  students  may  live  at  the 
new  University  dormitories — Allen  Hall  for  men 
and  Amanda  Knight  Hall  for  women.  Economi- 
cal accommodations  are  also  available  in  Provo 
boarding  houses  and  apartments. 

Board  and  room  during  the  entire  Alpine  term 
are  provided  by  the  University  for  $37.50  per 
student.
